Never Late. There’s always a next one.” Pretty 
catchy, huh? 


HUDDLERS 

The above-ground Hamptons was so busy this 
Labor Day weekend that many people, both 
locals and summer people, came down to our 
platforms, went through the turnstiles and then 
just huddled off in a corner not going anywhere. 


Hamptons Subway employees interviewed 
some of them who said they were just happy 
to be in a place where everything was safe and 
predictable. Trains come in. People get off. 
People get on. Trains go out. One man said a 
subway employee gave him a valium. All this 
is well and good for the Subway’s bottom line, 
but we’d like to remind these huddlers that the 
whole idea is to go somewhere and come on 
back and that Commissioner Aspinall frowns on 
this behavior. 


ROBOT MOTORMAN 

Hamptons Subway last Monday morning 
became the first subway system in the nation to 
use robots as motormen. They were designed, 
constructed and provided by the Brookhaven 
National Laboratory. 

At 6:30 a.m., the robot handled the first 
subway of the day out of the Montauk yards 
through Amagansett, East Hampton and 
Bridgehampton just fine, but heading into Water 
Mill, 
The train ahead had slowed to five miles 
an hour and the robot went berserk. After 
breaking windows, throwing things and 


the robot encountered its first delay.. 


pounding on the walls, passengers finally 
subdued it and force fed it a valium. Horace, as 
it calls itself, was rounded up by Brookhaven 
scientists at noon, three of them threw him into 
the back of their truck and drove off. Back to 
the drawing board. 


SHUTTING DOWN 
The day after Labor Day, the Georgica Station 


_shut down for the winter as it always does. 
Harry O’Brien, the elderly Irish valet at the 


station who ushers people on and off the 
trains and offers them canapés, Champagne 
and Perrier from a silver tray said that he was 
sad the season has ended, but he and the other 
employees would find other work somewhere, 
somehow, perhaps as mates on commercial 
fishing boats out of Montauk for the busy fall 
fishing season. “We’ll do something, to be sure. 
Not to worry: See ya in the spring. Top o’ the 
mornin’ to ya.”

WEEKEND WEATHER TRIGGERS EXODUS 

A state of emergency was declared locally 
over the Labor Day holiday as abnormally cold 
temperatures, high winds and drenching rains 
hit one of the most anticipated, and lucrative, 
weekends of the summer. Police say roadways 
were jammed early Sunday as disappointed 
visitors, despairing of getting a decent Hamptons 
beach day or enjoying a final Hamptons summer 
sunset pool party, ended their vacations early 
and headed slowly and dejectedly back west 
for the start of the school year. Realizing that 
many visitors would have come here for the 
weekend supplied with only summer clothes 


and bathing suits, emergency personnel 
worked tirelessly to supply those in need with 
sweatshirts and long pants. “Not everybody 
looks at the forecast,” says Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch. 
temperature went down to the 50s and the 
cold rain started coming down, thanks to the 
quick thinking of our emergency personnel 
we were able to get people the appropriate 
attire.” Hirsch allowed that some of those who 
required emergency services were to some 
degree responsible for their own situation, but 
defended the police actions as a humanitarian 
response. “We’re not going to let somebody 
freeze to death in early September in the 
Hamptons,” Hirsch said. As this catastrophe 
unfolded, those who were left behind to brave 
the elements witnessed the surreal confluence 
of vacant ocean beaches on a summer Sunday 
and local restaurants with available Sunday 
brunch reservations. Meanwhile, businesses 
that rely on summer visitors for the bulk of 
their profits reported that their weekend takes 
were down precipitously. Hirsch said that,

The Most Beautiful Presidents Wives Were Born and Raised Here

f you were to look back through American 

history at all the First Ladies, there are two 
who stand out for their great beauty. They 
are Jackie Kennedy and Julia Gardiner Tyler. 
They were both beautiful and smart. And both 
were born on the East End and raised in 
East Hampton, living just two miles from each 
other, but about a century apart. Both left East 
Hampton at age 12. 

There are other things they have in common. 
Both suffered through catastrophic personal 
tragedies that rocked the nation while their 
husbands were in office. Both were First Ladies 
for less than the full term that their husbands 
we elected to serve. 

In 1820, Julia Gardiner was born in the family 
mansion on Gardiner’s Island, the daughter 
of the owner of that Island just offshore of 
Amagansett. East Hampton was a farming and 
fishing town back then. There were no trains or 
paved roads to New York City. Julia was born 
into great wealth and what would certainly be 
called rural royalty. She was raised in a grand 
stone mansion on Main Street in East Hampton, 
which still stands, and she went to the Clinton 


Academy when a little girl. Her father’s ancestor, 
Lion Gardiner, was the first white settler in New 


York State when he and his wife, family and 


servants came to their island in 1639. It had 
been called Isle of Wight. They had it renamed 
after themselves. 

Julia’s father, David, approximately the eighth 
owner of Gardiner’s Island, became a lawyer 
and, when Julia was four years old, a state 
senator. Her father also owned land in Bay 
Shore and Manhattan, and when Julia was about 
12 he moved his family to spend summers in 
Bay Shore and winters in Manhattan. Julia went 
to the Chegary Institute in New York City, where 
the family had an apartment. 

When she was 19, she shocked polite society 
in New York City by posing on the arm of a 
young gentleman she did not know so the 
image of this couple could appear in a magazine 
advertisement. In the ad, she is quoted saying 
‘lll shop at Bogert and Mecalmy’s at No. 
86 Ninth Avenue. Their goods are beautiful and 
astonishingly cheap.” 

This was considered such ascandal that Julia’s 
parents packed her off—with a chaperone—to 
tour Europe for the next 11 months so it would 
all die down. She visited (Continued on next page)

England, France, Italy, Switzerland, Germany, 
Holland, Belgium, Ireland and Scotland. And 
that completed her education. 

Her father, now prominent in Washington, 
took her and the rest of her family to a ball at 
the White House, three months after her return, 
to be presented to John Tyler, the President 
of the United States, who was just completing 
his second year in office. Tyler, who was 52, 
was quite taken with Julia, who was 22. He was 
married at the time, but his wife was upstairs 
in bed, gravely ill and near death. She died 
eight months later. With that, Tyler launched 
what can only be called a campaign to win this 
beautiful young woman 30 years his junior. 
She has been described as high-spirited and 
independent-minded during this time. And she 
refused him. He proposed to her a second time. 
Not only did she reject that proposal, but so did 
her mother and father. 


Julia Gardiner was born in the 
family mansion on Gardiner’s Island 
and raised in a grand stone mansion 
on Main Street in East Hampton. 


A huge catastrophe—described by many 
as the worst thing to happen to a president 
until the assassination of Lincoln—resulted 
in Julia’s falling in love with him and 


accepting him as her husband. 

The catastrophe took place at a-party during 
the maiden voyage of a new American warship 
called Princeton. The president was on board, 
and so were the Secretary of State, the Secretary 
of the Navy and several hundred others. Also 
present was John Gardiner and his daughter— 
who the president had specifically asked to 
accompany him. 

The captain had been asked, repeatedly, to 
fire the big gun on this ship. The gun was the 
largest in the world at that time. It even had 
a name: The Peacemaker. About a hundred 
people crowded around it when it was fired for 
what turned out to be the last time. The charge 
exploded in the breach, sending shrapnel into 
the crowd, killing six people instantly, including 
Julia’s father and Secretary of State Upshur. 
Julia was at the back of the crowd and was not 
injured. But the president, racing up the stairs 
of the ship to see what had happened, came 
upon the carnage, picked up Julia, who had 
fainted, and carried her below to a cabin, where 
she lay crying hysterically. The president said 
he would never leave her. And that, by her 
account, was when she fell in love with him. 

The couple was married three months later 
in a quiet ceremony in Manhattan and then 
repaired to the White House. Subsequently, 
Julia’s image—this was before commercial 
photography—was on plates, medals, in 
magazines and on other souvenirs all around 
the country. She was a star, and she loved it. 


She redecorated the White House, loved 
entertaining guests, and had White House parties 
with her husband on her arm. It was she who 
established the tradition of the Marine Corps 
band playing “Hail to the Chief” whenever the 


. president enters a room. She sometimes rode 


around Washington in an elaborate carriage 
pulled by four white horses. She and Tyler 
had seven children, and today she is buried 
alongside him in a cemetery in Virginia. 

Jackie Bouvier was born at the Southampton 
Hospital in July of 1929. Her mother was socialite 
Janet Lee Bouvier and her father was John 
“Black Jack” Bouvier, a reportedly ruthless Wall 
Street stockbroker and investor. The family 
lived in the wintertime in Manhattan, but in the 
summer at their 15-bedroom, 17-acre mansion 
on Further Lane in East Hampton that included 
stables, a guest cottage and a pool cottage. It 
was called “Lasata,” a word which it was said 
meant “Place of Peace” in the Native American 
language. Here the young Jackie learned to 
ride, first at the stable on their property, then 
later at stables around the area. She loved the 
Hamptons and wrote a poem about it when she 
was 10.

“The Bridge” Celebrates Its Heritage as a Racing Capital of America

he owners of more than 100 rare and 
vintage automobiles will roar up to the 
Bridge golf course on Saturday, September 
16, for a private’party. It’s an extraordinary 
event. And you can’t go unless’ you are 
invited. So why am | writing about this here? 
Because the next day, many of these cars will 
be driven over to the public field behind the 
Bridgehampton Museum, where the public is 
invited to view them before they embark on 
the trip home. Some have been brought in from 
across the country. Many are worth millions 
of dollars. Some are street ready. Others are 
legendary racecars. ; 
Perhaps King Leopold of Belgium’s Bugatti 
59 will be on display. Perhaps the 1970 Chrysler 
Francorchamps Hemi Cuda will be on display. 
Perhaps the Ferrari 312T, which Niki Lauda 
drove to championships in 1975 and 1977, will 
be there. Perhaps the Tazio Nuvolari Maserati 
8CM or the Grand Prix car from between the 
world wars will be spotted. These are some of 
the cars that have belonged to Bob Rubin, a 
slender, thoughtful former commodities trader. 


The weekend event—the private party at the 
club and the public showing at the Museum—is 
his brainchild. 

Rubin owns the golf course. On a sunny 
day last week, we sat out on the clubhouse 
patio and looked out at the golfers below 
and the many curves and straightaways of 
the old racetrack, which still remain along 
with billboards from the 1950s, the elevated 
checkered flag booth and a wooden bridge that 
went over the racetrack to connect the pits area 
to where the spectator bleachers once stood. 
Behind us, inside the super-modern clubhouse, 
were artifacts, posters and photographs of the 
racetrack. It is fair to say that the clubhouse 
and the course area shrine to Bridgehampton 
racing. Indeed, the home stretch straightaway 
leads to the entrance of the clubhouse. 

Rubin told me the story of how the Bridge had 
come to be a golf club. 

“In 1981, I bought the race track to save it from 
destruction,” he said. “I was raised in a blue 
collar New Jersey suburb where all us teenage 
boys came to love cars. By the ’70s I’'d become a 
car collector and as part of a Ferrari Club, went 
out to the Bridgehampton Race Track. I loved 


the excitement of it. But within a few years, the 
townspeople said they didn’t want the track 
to continue. It made a lot of noise up in the 
woods—you could hear it throughout town on 
race days—and they wanted their peace and 
quiet. There was still an occasional race, but 
then I learned a developer by the name of Tom 
Gill had a plan on the table to convert it to a 
114 home-site subdivision.” 

Rubin was among many people, including this 
writer, who fought to allow the Bridgehampton 


Racetrack to continue on. 


During this time, according to Rubin, he 
experienced what he called an “unexpected 
liquidity event.” That is shorthand for having 
suddenly made a surprisingly large amount of 
money. As a result, he bought a 10% interest 
in Gill’s corporation, and then he set out to 
stop the development. In the end, he bought 
out Gill, and everyone else (the company, 
Bridgehampton Road Races Corporation, had 
over a thousand shareholders). The track was 
saved. But he found he still couldn’t get the 
town to keep the racing going. Not even one 
race a year, even if in the off-season. 

Under his (Continued on next page) 
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ownership, the track did hold Formula Ford 
races; motorcycle races, and also hosted many 
marque clubs. At times it leased the track 
for a racing car school. One day, there was 
a motocross accident during a race on the 
track. As it happened, a videotape had been 
made of that race, and Rubin had a release. It 
didn’t seem it was the fault of the track. But 
Rubin’s insurance company had to settle the 
matter for $900,000. 

“All of a sudden I felt exposed,” Rubin said. “It 
wasn’t so much the fact that I was losing money 
as that I understood the nature of catastrophic 
risk.” Something had to be on that property. 
But it wouldn’t be a racetrack. And it wouldn’t 
be 114 homes. 

In its place, in 1992, he got permission to 


build a golf course. He had it designed so the 
fairways and the greens would intermingle 
with some of the remaining sharp turns and 
straightaways of the racetrack. He had the 
clubhouse, designed by architect Roger Ferris, 
built to look like a wild glass-enclosed racing- 
car wing. Photographs, paintings (many by 
Richard Prince), sculptures and artifacts on 
the walls in the clubhouse are about racing or 
are from the old racetrack itself. The course is 
a testament to the golf club. Of course, he 
called it The Bridge. That’s what everybody 
called the racetrack. 

“This place wouldn’t. exist if racers were 
not such an idiosyncratic bunch,” Rubin said, 
possibly referring to himself, among others. 
“Their commitment to racing kept this property 
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together. Without them it would have been 
another bust.” He also said, after scanning 
what he had wrought, “I’ve gotten by not doing 
anything unless I absolutely had to.” 

Well, he had to do this. 

From our perch on that deck, Rubin pointed 
out how this upcoming event would array itself 
through the golf course, at least temporarily 
and at least in and around the clubhouse. The 
party will begin at 3 a.m. and end at 7 p.m. 

“You'll park in the lot, walk between the 
clubhouse and the pro shop on the top of 
the hill, then walk along this winding path 
that will extend a quarter of a mile. The cars 
will be displayed along this walk, in clusters, on 
either side.” 

He pointed. From the side of the clubhouse, 
it would go down the hill and continue on 
the grass between the putting green and the 
practice range, then turn alongside the ninth 
tee, proceed on the path to the 18th green 
where the art galleries would be at the end. 

“See that billboard there?” he asked me, 
pointing. It was a 1960s billboard for motor 
oil, erected for the racetrack, now still visible 
from the golf course. “We'll have double wide 
Lars Fisk-designed shipping containers on the 
green where the walk ends. Those attending will 
walk inside and see paintings from six New York 
art galleries.” 

The galleries are Marlborough Contemporary, 
David Zwirner, Karma, CANADA Gallery, David 
Kordansky Gallery and Mitchell Innes and Nash. 

An exclusive group of members and guests 
have been invited. The lead sponsor is 
Richard Mille, the designer of Swiss watches. 
Other partners include Burgess Yachts, Bell 
Helicopter, Nicholas Brawer, McLaren, Pagani, 
Uovo, Sherry-Lehmann, Karma Automotive and 
NetJets, who will have a full size mock up of a 
Cessna Latitude on hand. 

Racing in Bridgehampton began around 1920, 
when cars first got fast enough to slide sideways 
down the dirt roads in the town. The farmers 
owned them. After the second World War, 
Gls came home to their families on the East 
End bringing Austin-Healys and Ferraris and 
MGs with them, which the French, Italians and 
English sold cheap for dollars. For five years 
in the early 1950s, sports car races were held 
through the winding roads of town. But then 
a car skidded off into some spectators, killing 
one. That was the end of that. 

As a result, the racetrack was built up in 
the pine barrens between Bridgehampton and 
Sag Harbor. Race cars flew around the 
14 turns at speeds approaching 200 miles an 
hour. Jackie Stewart was here. Bill Petty. Bruce 
McLaren. Dan Gurney. Sterling Moss called 
it one of the most challenging courses in the 
United States. Huge crowds came, including 
this author, whose father first took him when 
he was 18. There are pictures of these 
racing cars and their drivers in editions of 
Dan’s Papers from those years. Until the Adag, 
stopped. And in came Rubin. 

“I believe there’s a place for an event mixes 
cars with contemporary art here,” he said. 

So who gets to go to Cars and Art at the club? 

“If you’re invited, you win,” he said.

ladimir Putin became President of Russia

frequently visited here, including with her 
beau, John F. Kennedy, when that time came. 
(The house is currently listed for sale. Price is 
$35 million). 

Jackie attended Vassar and, as an excellent 
student in the arts, won a 12-month junior 
editorship at Vogue magazine, which would 
allow her to work six months in Manhattan and

six months in Paris. After graduation, interested 
in journalism, she eventually took a job as a 
reporter at the Washington Times-Herald doing 
interviews with people of interest that she 
could choose. One was an interview with 
Tricia Nixon, who was six years old at the 
time. Her father, Richard, had just been elected 
vice president. 

It was during this time, at age 23, that, 
attending a Washington dinner party, she came 
to meet John Kennedy, who was a congressman 
from Massachusetts. She later said she was 
attracted to his physical appearance, charm, 
wit and wealth. They also both enjoyed reading, 
culture, Catholicism, writing, and both had 
lived abroad. 


Jackie Bouvier was born at 
Southampton Hospital in 1929 and 
summered at the family’s mansion on 
Further Lane in East Hampton. 


Their wedding took place at St. Mary’s Church 
in Newport, Rhode Island, and, with 700 guests 
at the ceremony and 1,200 at the reception, was 
considered the social event of the season in 
1953. By this time, Jack Kennedy had become a 
celebrated senator from Massachusetts. 

Jackie gave birth to three children—Caroline, 
John Jr. and Patrick, who died a few weeks after 
his birth. She also suffered a miscarriage. During 
Jack Kennedy’s campaign to become president 
in 1960, Jackie spent some time with him on the 
campaign trail and some time with their young 
daughter, Caroline, in Washington. It was during 
this time she became internationally recognized 
for her extraordinary beauty, fashion sense, and 
interest in the arts and music and architecture. 
She toured Europe and crowds greeted her. 
She wrote a syndicated weekly column called 
“Campaign Wife” for newspapers. 

Jack Kennedy was elected President of the 
United States in November of 1960. Two weeks 
after the election, Jackie gave birth to her 
second child, John Jr. 

After the inauguration, Jackie remodeled 
the White House, orchestrated a grand series 
of cultural events—performances, concerts, 
shows—and tried to establish the post of 
Secretary of the Arts. Although she failed at that, 
she did join in creating the National Endowment 
of the Arts and the National Endowment of 
the Humanities. 

The great catastrophe in her life was, of 
course, the assassination of her husband by 
gunshot in Dallas on November 22, 1963. Jackie 
was sitting in the back seat of the convertible 
limousine with him when he was shot. 

Jackie mourned her husband for several 
years, then married a millionaire Greek shipping 
magnate named Aristotle Onassis. They were 
married for nine years. before he, too, passed 
away. Jackie then moved to Manhattan, where 
she started a new career as an editor at 
Viking Press. She also spearheaded numerous 
environmental projects, including several in 
Central Park. The reservoir in the park is 
named after her. She died at the age of 64 and 
is buried in Arlington Cemetery in Washington 
D.C. beside Jack, the president who died 
so young.

fter nearly 40 summers in Mattituck, my 
parents have finally paved the driveway. 

Until now, we’d always parked on nothing 
more than spare pavers surrounded by pebbles. 
Thousands of pounds of pebbles, as I know 
deep in my bones. Despite living within walking 
distance of Peconic Bay, my dad would often 
schlep me, my sister, and our visiting friends 
to the Sound, where he would take advantage 
of the abundant free stones and child labor. We 
would go with empty buckets, enjoy a day at 
the beach, and return with our heavy-laden car 
hunkering low like a guilty puppy. Growing year 
by year, layer by layer, the driveway was solid 
and unassuming—just like the North Fork itself. 

Four decades ago, it felt like an unbounded 
place. We would turn off Route 105 onto the 
Main Road, passing through a succession 
of towns blurring into each other alongside 
a seemingly endless string of trees roughly 
pruned into doughnuts to accommodate wires, 
like a parade of arboreal “OK” gestures. 

I’d measure the distance to our house through 
landmarks: The Snack Bar, with its retro neon 
sign, and then the Cider Mill. Cliff's Elbow Room 
in Jamesport followed three minutes later by 
Cliff's Elbow Too just off stage left in the hamlet 
of Laurel. The railroad overpass spray painted 
to announce HOOTERVILLE and, of course, 
Magic Fountain. 

On our block, scrub trees suggested the

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borders of properties that otherwise spilled 
into each other, and the verge crept onto the 
curbless street.-Sand dusted every crack and 


crevice, inside and out, like granular spackle. 


Our permanent address may have been in 
central Nassau, but the East End was home.

The North Fork my sons have enjoyed over 
the past decade reminds me of how I saw the 
South Fork at their ages: irrigated, manicured, 
neatly parceled into farmland and _ lively 
downtowns, old bungalows and tony cul-de- 
sacs, paddocks and chiropractors’ offices. 
It almost feels like I’ve witnessed evolution. 
Indeed, a large sign now stands where we used 
to turn onto the Main Road: “Welcome to Long 
Island Wine Country.” 

The beverage of note in my first summers 
in Mattituck was milk. My sister and I used to 
buy it at a refrigerated vending machine near 
the corner. It was the height of convenience, a 
brave new world. 

Now my sons could buy half-soy lattes with as 
little effort if I let them. 

Which, of course, I don’t, any more than my 
parents would have let a preteen me order 
a coffee. Some things don’t change. On the 
North Fork, such things include day lilies’ deep 
orange bursts and roadside chicory’s electric 
blue, both burning like fireworks all summer 
long, and the elusive glow of comb jellies in the 
bay at night. 

And things that do change out here remain 
linked to the past. You can hardly drive from 
one place to another without driving roads once 
marking the borders of (Continued on page 62) 
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colonial homesteads, or the even older Indian 
trails over which they were laid. 

_My parents remember the changing ownership 
of restaurants like biblical genealogies: 
O’Mally’s, heir to Ross’s North Fork—which 
had the most delicious oysters in garlic and 
Pernod—begat by Raymond's Restaurant. Mom 
and Dad remember Sandy, Floyd, and Gloria 
less as hurricanes than as unruly guests who 
consumed all of our refrigerated goods and 
made a shambles of the outdoor furniture. 

Not that my parents are backward-looking. 
After all, they just paved the driveway. 


However strong my family’s love of the North 
Fork, our connection to the East End began two 
generations earlier on the South Fork. 

A few years ago | confirmed the family lore 
about my great-grandmother by scouring the 
internet with the few details passed down to 
me: “Anna O’Grady” AND Southampton AND 
1930 AND fire. The magic of the Boolean search 
found me a New York Times headline stacked 
like a Napoleon: 

L.H. TYNG HOME BURNS; MAID _ DIES 
IN FLAMES 

Financier, Wife and Three of Six Southampton

My great-grandmother had appeared in 
the Times! 

Unfortunately, she was the maid. 

Other contemporary articles confirmed 
the basic details. | tried to summon some 
righteous, almost Marxist indignation at the 
Tyngs and their cronies, about whom the Times 
account provides almost a cartoonish level of 
ammunition. For example, Mr. and Mrs. Tyng, 
they of the roof leaping, “were shaken and 
bruised in landing, and Mr. Tyng also wrenched 
his leg.” 

Not a wrenched leg! Poor Dr. Van Wagenen 
was not just shaken, but “badly shaken.” 

Oh, and a maid died in flames. 

Meanwhile, “State police were detailed to 
guard the smoldering ruins pending the possible 
salvaging of jewelry and silverware,” amid, as it 
were, my great-grandmother’s ashes. 

Nice. 

But the fact is I never knew my great- 
grandmother, nor did my mother. My 
grandmother barely did; she had _ been 
squirreled away at a convent school when her 


- mother died. My sympathy for Anna is not very 


much greater than for the poor, really quite 
rich Tyngs. Their house burned to the ground, 
killing their maid, injuring their friends, and 
forcing them to literally jump for their lives 
to escape the flames. That night must have 
haunted them for the rest of their lives—which 
wouldn’t be long for Mrs. Tyng. She died less — 
than three years later. 

I don’t begrudge them the silverware. 

Plus, if ’'m honest, the combination of a 
“financier” and the Gilded Age setting makes 
me imagine Mr. Tyng in top hat and spats, 
recounting the fire to Andrew Mellon over a 
snifter of brandy: “Let’s just say it put the hot in 
my toddy, old chap. And the wrenched leg has 
made a dickens of my short game!”

The Tyngs moved on, continuing their 
philanthropic work and rebuilding The Shallows 
as the modernist masterpiece it is today. In 
their Houses of the Hamptons, Gary Lawrance 
and Anne Surchin describe the exterior as “a 
study in punctuated rectilinearity.” Five other 
maids survived, as did the Tyngs’ butler, John 
M. Finlay, who received a Carnegie Hero medal 
for bravely saving Mr. Green and attempting to 
rescue Anna. 

My orphaned grandmother hopped among 
relations in Queens before marrying my 
policeman grandfather and starting a solidly 
blue collar life in an unnamed house in 
Nassau—setting the stage for my parents’ more 
whitely collared life; which eventually included 
a summer house in Mattituck. 

One that I’m now proud to say includes a 
paved driveway. 

I'll never know quite what life was like for 
Anna or the Tyngs. My family, like most, falls 
somewhere between their stations in life. Nor 
can I know what the East End will look like for 
my own great grandchildren, should I have 
them. But I imagine that she will still be rich 
in land and sea, a destination for families of all 
stripes, and—for those who love her across the 
generations—a never-ending project. 4B

arborFest, Sag Harbor’s annual village- 

wide event celebrating its maritime 
history, is, essentially, a large block party 
extending out over the water. The Arts & Crafts 
Fair, held on the grass at Marine Park, and 
the Main Street Sidewalk Sale allow villagers 
and visitors alike to enjoy and celebrate over 
300 years of Sag Harbor’s illustrious history: 
from its first days as a rough and tumble 
whaling port and the 1789 declaration by the 
Second Session of Congress naming Sag Harbor 
the first official port on entering the United 
States, to today, a time when you can leave your 
Porsche SUV unlocked and running while you 
sprint into a boutique to grab a $100 T-shirt. 

But as villagers know too well—and as many 
of the village’s tourists might discover—there’s 
something missing at this year’s HarborFest: 
that hole in the middle of Main Street was the 
Sag Harbor Cinema, gutted by fire nine months 
ago. The village is no stranger to wide-sweeping 
infernos. During an 1817 fire, according to 
Dorothy Zaykowski’s history of the village, Sag 
Harbor, “In three hours about 20 of the best 
houses and most valuable stores were leveled 
to the ground.” This fire led to the creation of 
the Otter Hose Company, the first volunteer fire 
company in New York State, and thus the oldest 
of the multiple volunteer fire departments that 
rushed to Sag Harbor’s Main Street in the early 
hours of December 16 to contain a blaze that 
very well could have engulfed the entirety of 
the business district. 

The Cinema, in one iteration or another, has 
been a Main Street staple ever since George’s 
Theater opened in the space in October, 1915. 
In 1936 the theater went through a complete 
makeover designed by famed theater architect 
John Eberson of New York. It was at this time 
that the Art Deco facade and the iconic neon 
sign was added. Gerald Mallow purchased the 
theater in 1978, renaming it the Sag Harbor 
Cinema, ushering in a time when art house and 
foreign films reigned supreme in the village. 

Today, the Sag Harbor Partnership, a nonprofit 
dedicated to the preservation and enhancement 
of the quality of life in Sag Harbor, has raised 
just under $6 million towards the purchase and 
reconstruction of what will become the Sag 
Harbor Cinema Arts Center (SHCAC). 

The Partnership recently announced 
the results of an economic impact study, 
developed by HR&A Advisors, a _ leading 
consulting firm providing services in real 
estate, economic development program 
design and implementation. Their report finds 
that, “The acquisition and redevelopment 
of the Sag Harbor Cinema will result in an 
impact far greater than its investment.” The 
report estimates that the SHCAC will create 
45 construction jobs over a year and 73 year- 
round and seasonal jobs at the cinema and other 
local businesses. Construction spending alone 
adds another $7.34 million in total economic 
output. Nick Gazzolo, SHP’s President, said “This 
study supports the idea that the Cinema project

is an economic engine for all of our locally 
owned businesses.” 

But, lest we get lost in the cinema that 
isn’t, let’s not forget about the theater that is: 
Bay Street Theater. It’s there—right on Bay 
Street in the village—and has a great fall lineup 
including the NY Dog Film Festival, Loudon 
Wainwright III and, back by popular demand, 
The Sixties Show. And that’s just for the rest of 
this month. See story on page 47 for more info 
on the theater. £&@.

MICROCLIMATE 
What’s going on 
around yours? 


Get to Know the Area Around Your Home

hether you make your home year-round on 

the East End, or if you’re one of the lucky 
ones “in the know”—that fall is by far the ideal time 
to be on the East End—take advantage of this great 
weather. Don’t stay inside your home—get out there 
and explore the East End’s many rewarding hikes. 

If you're in Sag Harbor celebrating-HarborFest 
this weekend, check out the positively prehistoric 
Long Pond Greenbelt—more than 1,100 acres of 
interconnected ponds, woods and wetlands that 
stretch nine miles from Otter Pond in Sag Harbor 
to Sagg Pond and the Atlantic Ocean in Sagaponack. 
The landscape, like most of Long Island, was created 
over 20,000 years ago by glacial advance and retreat 
and the resulting ice formation and melting. At that 
time, it is believed, humans had yet to make it north 
of Southern France. 

Today the Greenbelt is one of the most ecologically 
significant areas in New York, having the highest 
concentration of rare plants and animals in the 
state. More than 35 rare plant species and more than 
125 different bird species, many of which depend 
on the specific wetland complex they live in, have 
been identified. And that’s not nearly all. Aside from 
what you might see in your own backyard, you might 
catch a glimpse of long-tailed weasels, Norway rats, 
muskrats, bats, hawks, owls, various warbler species, 
the occasional bald eagle, turtles, snakes, frogs and 
more. Oh, and ticks. It’s important that after hiking 
through such wooded areas, you check yourselves 


and your dogs for ticks—even in the fall. 

Situated within the Greenbelt complex are 
13 coastal plain ponds, a rare type of pond vulnerable 
to extinction. The ponds in the complex are not 
stream-fed. Instead they are fed directly by ground 
water and their levels rise and fall with the water 
table. Perhaps the best example of these ponds is 
Crooked Pond with its high water quality; 75% of 
its shoreline is undeveloped. Its “crooked” shape 
creates a number of micro-habitats allowing for 
remarkable ecological diversity. Notably, Crooked 
Pond is also home to a portion of Truman Capote’s 
ashes, which were scattered there in 1994. 

As for trails, there are several. The main trail—the 
wide, sandy old railroad bed—runs through the 


center of the Greenbelt from Poxabogue Pond to, 


Mashashimuet Park in Sag Harbor. And it was, in 
fact, at one time a railroad right-of-way—between 
1870 and 1939 there was a railway connection 
between Bridgehampton and Sag Harbor. The track 
was pulled up to supply steel for the war effort. This 
is a useful trail, but not the most pleasant. A network 
of trails—some are colonial roadbeds—crisscross 
the railroad spur for more enjoyable, wooded hikes, 
many leading to those coastal plain ponds. 

About those ponds: Check out the aptly named 
Long Pond, which can also be seen from the Sag 
Harbor-Bridgehampton Turnpike, or if you're 
enjoying breakfast at Estia’s Little Kitchen. Poxabogue 
can be seen from Sagg Road or up. close at Poxabogue 
County Park. Round Pond can be seen farther north 
from Sagg Road, and apparently snorkeling can be

fun there, if that’s what you’re into. 

There are a few things you absolutely cannot do in 
the Greenbelt. All-terrain vehicles, including quads, 
motorbikes and dirt bikes, are prohibited, as are 
gas-powered engines on any of the ponds. Mountain 
biking is also not allowed. The Greenbelt is reserved 
specifically for foot traffic. You'll be thankful for the 
restrictions once you're there. You should also not 
feed the animals, as it could be dangerous to them 
and to you. 

So bring a field guide, binoculars, camera, and a 
map or cell phone with GPS—and get lost, while not 
getting lost, in the woods. ga.

Wesnofske Farms Shares 50 Years of Fresh Food

he Wesnofske family has a history of farming 

dating back to the early 20th century. 
Their farming origins began in Queens, but as 
suburbanization spread, family members settled on 
a spot immune to the sprawl: the East End. 

Today, there are Wesnofskes farming on both 
forks, in Water Mill and in Peconic. This summer, 
Wesnofske Farms in Peconic will be celebrating its 
50th anniversary, 50 years since the purchase of the 
farmland in 1967. 

Eugene Wesnofske Jr. still runs the Peconic farm 
his father purchased, with help from his five grown 
children and his staff. His son Jason is a technology 
education teacher at Southold High School, but once 
the school year ends, he comes back to the farm to 
pitch in, recalling memories of working on the farm 
as a child. 

“We were always here,” Jason says. “We were 
practically born in the field. We were out here from 
sun-up to sun-down. They would drop us off here 
with a list of things we had to get done before we 
could go home.” 

The “family” on the farm extends beyond the 
Wesnofskes. “We try to treat everyone like family,” 
Jason says. “We have a lot of repeat clients that come 
in here and we try to grow what people want.” 

When Eugene Wesnofske first bought the farmland 
in 1967, it was a potato farm. Now, if you stop by the 
Wesnofske Farm Stand on County Road 48, you'll 
find an abundance of fruits and vegetables that have 


become East End staples. 

The Wesnofske’s motto is “If we 
sell it, we pick it,” so you know 
you're always getting the freshest 
food possible. Like many farms 
on the East End, Wesnofskes’ 
top crop is corn. They also 
sell tomatoes, blueberries, 
peaches, cherries, strawberries, 
raspberries, watermelon and 
other fruits. Among the countless 
vegetables they sell are zucchini, 
asparagus, eggplants, peppers, 
cabbage, broccoli, cauliflower 
and onions. Fresh herbs like basil 
and dill are scattered across the 
farmland, as are flowers, which | 
are made into beautiful bouquets. ==

used by local beer brewers. In all, 
Wesnofske Farms grows about 35 different crops on 
90 acres of land. 

In fact, Jason says, “We try almost anything once. 
We listen to our customers. They say ‘Hey, why 
don’t you try to grow some special flat beans or 
romanesco cauliflower,” and sure enough, the seeds 
will be planted. 

Of course, there are still potatoes. “My father can’t 
let go of potatoes, that’s where his heart is, that’s 
where he started,” Jason says. 

If you can’t make it to Peconic, chances are you'll 


encounter Wesnofske produce somewhere closer to. 


you. They currently sell at seven 
farmers markets from Northport 
to Montauk, and they supply a 
variety of eateries on the South 
Fork, including Tutto il Giorno in 
Southampton, Bay Kitchen Bar in 
Springs, Nick and Toni’s in East 
Hampton, Rick’s Crabby Cowboy 
Café in Montauk and the Springs 
General Store. 

“We wouldn’t be able to survive 
without all the good help. All 
of our family pitches in, as well 
friends and _ staff,” Jason says. 
Jason and his wife, his brother 
Ryan and his sister, along with 
family friend Reggie, who runs the 
farm stand, and many others help 
ensure Wesnofske Farms runs 

smoothly and delivers the freshest 
produce to customers. 

Farming is hard work, and even though Jason 
admitted his childhood spent in the fields wasn’t 
always fun, he says, “It’s rewarding when someone 
comes back to you and says ‘Oh my God I really 
love these tomatoes’ or this peach or a bouquet of 
flowers. Or ‘I bought this tomato plant from you and 
look at it now!’ That’s very endearing.”

The Unforgettable Bay Street Theater

ith all the hubbub surrounding the Sag Harbor 
Cinema Arts Center, we sometimes overlook 
the theater that is still operating in Sag Harbor. Bay 
Street Theater, on the corner of Bay and Main Streets, 
is a year-round, nonprofit professional theater 
and community cultural center that endeavors to 
innovate, educate, and entertain the community 
through the performing arts. 
The Theater’ was founded in 1991 by Sybil 
Christopher, Emma Walton Hamilton and Stephen 
Hamilton. “We had been entrepreneurial in our 
theater careers in New York, but were also spending 
a lot of time in Sag Harbor,” Stephen Hamilton says. 
“We loved the village so much and kept wondering if 
it would be possible to live in Sag and still make a life 
in the theater.” They looked at other, smaller spaces, 
like potato barns and Grange Halls. But it was at 
a Sag Harbor restaurant, where the three of them 
_were having dinner, where they found their space. 
Hamilton explains: “One of us said ‘If there was 
ever a perfect spot for a theater, that’s it!” As luck 
would have it, anther friend of theirs, Susan Sprott, 
who was also a real estate agent, apologized for 
eavesdropping and told them the space was indeed 
available and that the landlord would be interested 
in a proposal. “From that moment forward,” Hamilton 


-_ says, “We were running behind a rolling snowball, 


trying to catch up to an idea that quickly took on a 
life of its own.” 


A lease was signed on February 1, 1991 and Bay 
Street Theater opened the doors on their first 
production in July. “We were so busy building and 
organizing it that we never had the time to anticipate 
the impact it would have on the community,” Hamilton 
said, adding that they were all “profoundly grateful 
for” all the support from the community: “Everyone 
from local business owners to builders, electricians 
and suppliers to year-round residents and weekend 
home owners offered donations, materials, credit 
or time.” Bay Street immediately established itself 
as a cultural institution in the village. Many of the 
productions that premiered or were developed at 
Bay Street have moved to Broadway, Off-Broadway, 
other regional theaters and abroad. 

The Theater also peacefully co-existed with the 
Sag Harbor Cinema, right down Main Street, for 
more than a quarter century. But now, with the 
announcement and progress of the new Sag Harbor 
Cinema Arts Center, some in the village wonder what 
that relationship will be like. The Hamiltons sound 
optimistic: “Our hope is that the two organizations 
will be robust partners,” they say. “Sag Harbor has 
been home to artists and appreciative audiences alike 
for centuries—from the early music hall theaters to 
the original cinema that occupied that space on Main 
Street for over 100 years. We believe that the Sag 


’ Harbor Cinema Arts Center will not only repair the 


huge hole in the fabric of our village, but in years to 
come will support Bay Street in helping to make Sag 
Harbor an even more beloved cultural destination.”

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Meet Southampton’s Newest Poet, Cornelius Eady

he Creative Writing and Literature program 

at Stony Brook Southampton is growing! This 
semester they ve added two titans in their respective 
genres: short story writer Amy Hempel and poet 
Cornelius Eady. Both will be reading at Writer Speak 
Wednesday reading series on the college campus on 
September 13. 


Tell us about your background. 

I’m originally from Rochester, New York, same as 
poets Marie Howe and Phillip Schultz albeit from 
different times. I grew up in a black neighborhood 
with my parents, older sister, younger brother and 
my aunts. However, there was such stability there. 
Everyone on the block had a mortgage and helped 
each other. I don’t think I could’ve been a writer if 
it wasn’t for the stability I experienced there. As 
a child, I was extremely precocious. I was reading 
newspapers at age 3. I also demonstrated a high 
aptitude for math. 

How did you get your start in poetry? 

I got my start in poetry probably the same way 
everyone does: a teacher. My homeroom teacher at 
John Marshall High School used to encourage my 
writing. I mainly wrote song lyrics during that time and 
she saw the poetic value in them. This teacher was 
also the editor of the school’s literary magazine and 
she would publish my pieces. Through her honesty 
and support along with the exposure, I became aware 
of my writing and how it was perceived by others. 

During my sophomore year, she moved to Nova 
Scotia with her husband. However, we kept in touch. 
I would send her my pieces and she would mail them 
back with critiques, kind of like a low-residency 
program. Besides our back and forth, I frequented

the library in downtown Rochester which had a really 
good poetry section. It had books from publishers 
like City Lights and New Directions. | read the likes of 
Baraka, Corso, Ginsberg and Brooks. 

l applied and got into a poetry workshop taught by 


- Pat Janus. From there, I became aware of the poetry 


world and what it had to offer. 
What are your initial thoughts of the MFA program 
in Southampton? 


So far, I’m very impressed by the energy of 
the program. It’s very small, but very generous and 
mindful. You can often get a vibe within the first 
few minutes of the dynamics of a place, like which 
student is the know-it-all or which one is the star. 
However, you don’t get this competitive, cutthroat 
energy here. 

The faculty enjoy each other and are very congenial. 
When | called in during our first faculty meeting 
earlier this week—I never heard so much laughter in 
one. Normally, the inaugural faculty meeting of the 
semester fills you with dread. You’re thinking why do 
I have to do this and oh God. With Southampton, it is 
the first time I wished I was in the room. 

If you had to compare your poetic sensibilities to a 
U.S. city, which would you choose and why? 

For my early stuff, Rochester. On some level, it 
reflects where I come from, the people I grew up with, 
the education system, the place you’re born and the 
place you choose. I choose Rochester and Manhattan. 
The poet Terrance Hayes refers to poetry as the 
“supreme genre.” What is it about poetry which 
allows it to inform different genres and disciplines? 

When you get to certain authors like Hemingway 
or Carver, the idea of that kind of singing, the ear 
detects a certain way of singing or description that 
can’t be effected any other way. You know, the kind 
that forces one to dream with their eyes open and 
transports them someplace else. Basically, the 
reader is not only made to understand but to feel. At 
the highest level of this, it is “poetic.” @&

Deliciously a-Mused in the Harbor an

f you live in Sag Harbor like I do, you’re probably 

something of a Muse in the Harbor regular. Maybe 
you don’t go often in the high season, but right about 
now that bar-side fireplace beckons, as does the prix 
fixe “Economy Gastronomy” menu. And you know 
what to expect. Chef and co-owner Matthew Guiffrida 
has come up with a set of fun dishes that have served 
well. But all of this—the menu, the view, the great 
service, was new to my friend Hillary Davis, who 
joined me there recently for dinner. 

As the golden light of pre-sunset bathed the village, 
Hillary was thrilled by the view of the bay dotted 
with sailboats and, just next to those open doors, 
the people-watching to be had through the front 
windows that face Main Street’s sidewalk. A glass of 
Wolffer Estate Vineyard rosé in hand, it all took her 
back to her time in St. Tropez. 

From the table where the manager Jill seated us, 
we could see young children in rapt fascination with 
the large fish tank. That was cute, but as Hillary, 
a popular cookbook author pointed out, “panfry 
them—they’d be so cute on toast!” (She was referring 
to the fish). A cover of “Killing Me Softly” was playing 
just then, but Reggae wafted down from above 
throughout the rest of our meal. 

_ Specials that evening included a grilled hanger 
steak with red potatoes; fusilli in cherry tomato 
vodka sauce with a piece of mako shark on top; and 
lobster spring rolls. | went for the spring rolls filled 
with tender lobster meat, seaweed, crunchy pickled 


carrots and shishito peppers, accompanied by a 
trio of tasty dipping sauces to start. I had them hit 
with a couple cracks of fresh black pepper and then 
I shared them with Hillary. We quite enjoyed them. 

Hillary ordered the “BLT Chop” salad of hearts 
of romaine, bacon, tomato-olive tapenade with 
bleu cheese on Gruyere-bacon bread pudding 
with heirloom tomato & masala gorgonzola 
dressing. It’s one of my favorites for brunch at Muse. 
Hillary marveled at the delish “podium” of solid 
bread pudding. 

I had a standby, the Greek Chicken Piccata, with 
Kalamata olives, tomato orzo, capers, feta and grilled 
artichoke hummus with shaved fennel and lemon 
insalata. It never disappoints. 

I was tempted to order a serving of Husband’s 
favorite, the Scallop Mac ’n’ Cheese to take home to 
him, but is anyone really that deserving? 

The layer cake dessert “Too Much Chocolate” 
prompted my chocoholic pal Hillary to ask, “Is there 
such a thing?!” She went with the fried cheesecake 
option—Cheesecake Chimichanga.

The Old Morpurgo House Is Getting Redone

Be ag Harbor village is filled with interesting houses 
in a variety of architectural styles: from simple 
colonials to Greek Revivals to Italianate flourishes. 
Well-loved, almost all are spruce and in good shape. 
Except for one, an old house on Union Street with 
possibly the most extraordinary history of all. 

For years the house stood empty, crumbling and 
- abandoned, with caved-in ceilings, missing doors, 
and holes in the floor; a sign stating the house was 
unfit for human occupation was posted to the front. 
As recently as 2016, the house seemed destined only 
for the wrecking ball. But now the Morpurgo house is 
being renovated and made fit for a new century, and 
in the process is giving up many of its secrets. 

Long thought to have been built between 1850 and 
1860, when the Italianate style of the house’s exterior 
was popular, the house’s origins have recently been 
pushed back a hundred years. Pre-Revolutionary 
details in the basement, such as massive foundation 
stones, 18th-century nails, and distinctive beams 
point to a date around 1750. The house was then 
renovated in the 1840s, 1870s, and in the 20th 
century as the needs of its inhabitants changed. 

Rob Walford, of Breskin Development, which 
currently owns the house and is renovating it, says 
“Our biggest surprise was the condition of the oldest 
part of the house. It is in excellent condition and 
very sound. The post and beam frame of the house 
will last for another 250 years now that the house 
is being maintained. There are homes in England 


framed similarly that are 700 years old.” They knew 
how to build in the old days. 

The house may have been built for Captain John 
Hulbert, a Revolutionary War hero. Captain Hulbert 
was guarding sheep in Montauk in August 1775 when 
the British came down from Boston to get supplies. 
Captain Hulbert and his men fooled the enemy 
(anchored in Fort Pond Bay) into thinking there 
were many more soldiers than there actually were by 
marching and turning their coats around. The British 
left, deciding the sheep weren’t worth the fight. 

During the 1870s and into the 20th century, the 
house was a hotel operated by the Lobstein family. In 
1965 the house, then divided into eight apartments, 
was purchased by the Morpurgo family. Two sisters, 
Annselm and Helga Morpurgo, inherited it from their 
parents in 1975. Annselm owned two-thirds of the 
house and Helga the other third. But the sisters did 
not have the money to keep up the 3,900-square-foot 
house and its condition began to suffer. : 

In the late 1990s, the John Jermain Memorial 
Library, which is next door, was interested in buying 
the property to expand the library. But the sisters 
and the library could not agree on a price. In 2003, 
the Morpurgos decided to auction the house with a 
minimum bid of $1.5 million. No bids were tendered. 

Then the sisters fell out. Helga wanted to sell the 
house: taxes were not being paid and the condition 
of the place grew worse and worse. Annselm wanted 
a certain amount of money, however, that no one 
was willing to pay. The sisters then sued each other. 

The house was put up for auction twice more, in 


2005 and 2006, with no bids. Finally, in 2007, the 
house was sold to an LLC for $1.46 million. Annselm 
filed an injunction against the sale, but the judge 
tossed it out. Eventually she and Helga each received 
37% of the sales proceeds, with the rest going to 
satisfy back taxes. Annselm kept living in the house 
until she was evicted in 2008. 

The house continued to deteriorate. The new 
owners did nothing to improve it; they were soon 
being foreclosed upon. The house changed hands 
again, and then again, with investors planning to 
restore the home. Finally, desperate, the village 
considered demolishing the house. 

Now the house is saved. It’s owned by Bicakin 
Development, and work has begun to restore it. Rob 
Walford says, “The rear. section of the house was 
collapsing onto itself and left as-is would ultimately 
undermine the integrity of the entire structure. 
Fortunately, the previous owners had spent the last 
two years having some amazing architectural plans 
approved. These plans will enable us to restore and 
save what we can but also allow us to add certain _ 
modern amenities not often found on a 250-year-old 
home, such as a-10-foot basement, 10-foot ceilings 
on the first floor, a large yoga deck with outdoor | 
masonry fireplace off the third floor and an elevator 
that will service the entire house. Our goal is to meld 
the beautiful bones of the original house with the 
modern amenities new homes can offer.”

“Sand bags are an environmental nightmare, capturing bacteria, causing 
a disposal challenge, this was a “no-brainer”, says Craig who’s company has also designed 
this product. “These composite barriers are a dry-flood proofing measure intended to 
provide temporary flood risk reduction at grade level openings in a building. They can be 
set up just prior to a flood event and taken down immediately after the flood threat has 
passed” he says. 


The panels are also light weight and impermeable to water absorption. Pre-installed 
attachment points on the building align with pre-drilled holes in the shield’s perimeter 
framing. Setup of these barriers does not require any additional permanent fixtures to 
which the barrier is attached.
